So John B. Turner, 
president of the old Galena and Chicago I'nion Railroad, had an ob- 
ser\atorj Imilt on top of Chieago's first depot in 1849. 

Tnmcr liad his office in the tawer. Using a marine telescope, he 
watched through the window for incoming trains. The teleacope en- 
abled liim to "spot" an approaching train as far as Anstin, dx miles 
away. 

Then Turner would sliout the glad news down.stairs and the im- 
patient travelers wonld aigh with relief and marvel at the benefits 
conferred on hnmanity by that great scientific achievement, ♦V tele- 
scope. 

Today the location of approaching and departing passenpe>- 
trains is known with precision, thanks to telegr^h, telephone and 
radio. 

Yon can look at the d. pot bulletin board and know whether a 
train, not due for hours, is on time or late. 

Even better, you can telephone to the station, miles away. If the 
train ia reported delayed, you wait in yoor comfortable home until 
time for the train, instad of in a dismal station. 

Great strides! Th? everyday commonplace servitcs which w>' 
take as a matter of course in modem times would have been magical 
luxuries back in 1849. 

Somehow, though, the telegraph and telephone and radio appeal 
to us less tlian the quaint pictures of old man Turner in his tower. 
Searching the railroad tracks with a small telescope. 

People were not in such a hurry, back yonder. They took life aa 
it came. And maybe they were happier. 

Tlic 1. lr<:apli and tcleiihoiie and radio had not been invented then, 
for they were not needed. As soon as the actual need arose, inven- 
tors provided them. In their way. they are marvels. But their major 
funi'tion seems to be to enable people to rush about faster, in a mad 
semi-stami)ide tiiat seems to have neither goal nor meaning. 

And soi^ictimes we wonder if it wouldn't be a good thing for the 
world if it could undo a lot of its progress and slip back to the sim- 
plier "good old daya." Maybe'not. Bat old man turner and his 
teleaeope certainly fire the imagination.

Attorney General Daugherty is absolntely right when he says 
that elTec-tive eiifor, , uient of the prohibition laws depends upon the 
imposition of adequate penalties by the courts. He is probably not 
<inite right when he intimates that requeata by prosecuting officers 
for heavier penaltieea may bring about the desired result. Only x 
strong and self-assertive public opinion, backing up the President 
and the Attorney General will induce courts to impose punishment of 
a citaracter certain to deter violations of the law. 

It is notorious that bootleggers arv now condneting the most 
prol'itabl,. btisiiiess poiiitr (iii anywhere in the United States. They 
do not mind paying fines, even if the fines are large. They can pay 
liberal finea and charge them up to overhead expenses, and still put 
in their bank accounts sums that would make a legitimate buainess 
green with envy. Fines accomplish absolutely nothing so far as en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws are concerned. StiflP sentences 
to imprisonment is all that will bring the results the President and 
Mr. Daugherty so earnestly desire. 

There i.s absolutely no excuse for the bootlegger in these days of 
indnustrial aeti\ity. Carpenters and bricklayers arc in demand in 
the cities at $12 a day. Farmers are unable, in the active seaaon <> 
the 3'ear, to get help at wages they can afford to pay. Tht man un- 
able to secure work to earn hia bread may be excused if he resorts 
to petty theft : the bootiegger ia not in that cla.ss. lit deliberately 
plans and carries out law violation for the riches it will bring him. 
The mi^rimnm limit permitted by law jlhonld be hia poniahment.

— Kentucky has 
enough livestock cn her farms to yield 
nnually at least 10,000,000 tons of 
manure worth millions of dollars for 
building up (arm lands, accordlag to 
aoila and cropa speciallsta of the Col- 
or Agricaltnra. In rlaw of tka fact that 
Kentucky la a Uraatock atate, tkla 
manura ahonld ba a big ttbtor la keep- 
ing tolls of tha atata rich.. Halt of tkla 
manura la produced la tha winter 
when stock ara oa food. It is at thia 
time of tha year that special UBmt to 
save tha tarUllty la this oiatarial is 
needed. 

"Hair the fertilising value of manure 
iH in the liquid portion which may be 
laslly and cheaply saved by uslns 
I'lenty of beddinf;. It haa been estlniat- 
I'l that by those one means alone 
Ti ild county farmers last year saved 

L". tons of manure more than ordln 

(>rlly would have ben saved. The best 
farmers in the state now keep manure 
in stables or feedinf; sheds until It 
can be spread on the riclds, instead of 
throwing It In plies outside where it 
leaches and heata and loaea mnch or 
its fertilising value. A well bedded 
and tramped atall will keep manura in 
good conditloB. 

"Many fknaera ia tka state oow 
spread the maaura oa thoir tknns as 
fast sa It la hanlad to tha fields. The 
old practice of throwlag the material 
in small piles to bo spread later la ex- 
pensira and wastetnt Most farmers 
ose a light applloatloa to cover as 
many acres as possible. An applica- 
tion of rive tons to the acre haa beea 
round to dve pood results. 

"Most of tb.^ farm manure in Ken- 
lucky Is used on tobacco or com land, 
this makes It necessary to sprrad It n-- 
fa-st a.' It Is produre<l In the winter or 
hold It nnjil pprinc before spreading 
Os level land, and espoclallr where 
there Is a sod, winter spreading can 
be dene withotn loss. A few farmers 
make a practice of top dressing younfs 
cmss and clover with manure. This 
helps conslndernbly la gottiag and 
k'^CT'ini; a st.ind "

Suocesstul 
shosp raisers and breedera have shown 
that good toed for the breeding ewe 
staitod at thia time of the year aad 
ooatinaod through the winer ia always 
repaid. 

"A handful of grain fed to the ewe in 
December or the month preceding 
lambing time Is worth a peck fed to a 
thin ewe after lambing," L. J. Ilor- 
lacher. In charge of sheep work at the 
College of Agrloultnro .says. "A ewe 
that Is in pood condition la tlie early 
part of llio winter will be much 
stronger in the spring than one that 
starts the winter In poor flesli. 

"Oats or a mixture of equal parts 
of aoats and bran Is a good grain mix 
ture for the pregnant ewe. About a 
months berore lambing time it Is well 
to begin giving each ewe about one- 
fourth of a pound of grain a day. In 
case the weather is particularly se- 
vere, thls'caa be Increased gradually 
so that last hafora lambtag the ewa is 
gottlag abont a half povad of grain a 
aay. 

"It good grass is aot aTaiaUa for 
psatarsk little h^iy should ba added to 
tha ration. A good lognBia hay, such 
as clover, alfalfa, or soyhesns la best. 
Timothy hay should not be fed to 
sheep since It does them very little 
good and the heads of it work into the 
weel, therabjr lowering UN market 
value. 

"The main reason for having ewes 
In good condition at lambing time Is 
the fact that the yean take better care 
of their Iambs than can thin, weak 
eyos It does not pay to ry to raise 
lambs from sick or weakly ewes. Good 
feeding will do much to olintliate this 
type from the flock."
